Rainy River, Minn., October 9.— 
The country between Warroad and 
Baudette is undoubtedly strewn with 
charred corpses. Three days have 
passed and hundreds of well-known 
settlers and their families have not 
Been heard from. Four entire families 
were found dead near Baudette and 
searchers believe that farther in the 
interior the sights to be met will be 
appalling. 

Only 50 men are out investigating 
conditions and there should be hun- 
dreds. But the,.ground is so hot that 
it impossible for anyone to travel 
far over it and even experienced 
woodsmen are in here tonight dis- 
mayed. 

Only fourteen 
brought to Baudette and nineteen 
were seen along Rapid _ river. One 
hundred and ninety typhoid fever pa- 
tients, removedq from Old Baudette to 
shacks in New Baudette, are suffer- 
ing for necessities and many wil)! die. 

The towns of Roosevelt and Wil- 
liams are threatened again tonight, as 
the wind is rising. One thousand ref- 
ugees from Pitt, Spooner and Baudette 
have been taken to International Falls, 
Ranier, Virginia, Duluth and Rainy 
Kiiver. Fully 5,000 are homeless.

Coal Company Files Pay, 


tition in Court. 


Standard Co. Claims That Third 
Paragraph of Ordinance Cre- 
ating Office of Inspector of 
Weights and Measures Is 
Arbitrary and Oppressive. 


The city inspector of weights anc 
measures, W. T. Buchanan, has been 
enjoined from stopping coal wagons 
on the streets and weighing them as 
he is directed to do by the city ordi- 
nance which created his office. 

The bill of injunction was filed in 
the superior court Monday and Judge 
Bell signed a temporary restraining 
order and set the case for a hearing 


on October 29. 

The bill was filed by Attorney C. L. 
Pettigrew, who represents the Stand- 
ard Coal Company. The petition sets 
forth that the third paragraph of the 
ordinance creating the office of the 
inspector of weights and measures is 
arbitrary and oppressive and shou'd 
be G@eclared of no force bythe court. 
It is declared by the petitioner that 
the paragraph complained of first 
gives the inspector the power and right 
to enter coal yards and there see that 
the weights are correct, and that to 
afterwards stop the wagons on the 
streets and force the drivers to go to 
some place to have the wagons and 
loads weighed is oppressive; that the 
city has no official scales on which 
to weigh wagons for the purpose of 
ascertaining if the weights are correct. 

The ‘aspector Is Served. 

Phe papers were served on the in- 
spector and he will place the matter 
in the hands of the city attorney. In 
speaking about the injunction, Mr. 
Buchanan said: 

‘“T think the law a reasonable and 
good one. I have only sought to carry 
out the law and the fact that some- 
body has deemed it necessary to have 
me enjoined by the courts shows that 
I am on the job, doesn’t it?’ 

The inspector has been very busy for 
some time and among hyis duties is the 
stopping of coal wagons on the streets 
every now and then to see that the 
loads weigh what the delivery slips 
call for. The only part of the city 
ordinance that jis attacked by the in- 
junction is that portion which relates 
to the inspector stopping coal wagons 
on the streets for the purpose of hav- 
ing them weighed. 

The fight in court will probably re- 
sult in a very interesting legal battle.

COSTS HER LIFE 


Trying to Rescue Brother 
and Sister, All Were 
- Killed by Train. 


Ollila Matthews, aged 9, and Raymond 
Matthews, aged 4, two children of Tom 
Matthews, a negro, were killed and 
their 3-year-old sister, Tommie, fatally 
injured by train No. 1 on the Central 
of Georgia tracks at the Fernside 
crossing, uear East Point, yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o'clock, Ollila having 


heroically dashed in front of the en- 


gine in a vain attempt to save her 


brother and sister. 

The children, returning from a visit 
to their grandmother, were § going 
across the tracks at a point near the 
Gate City Oi] Mills. Their attention 
being held by a switch engine On a 
side track, they did‘ not notice the 
swiftly-approaching passenger train. 
Olla, crossing ahead of Raymond and 
Tommie, suddenly saw the train and 
looking back perceived that both Ray- 
mond and Tommie had stumbled and 
fallen on the track. She rushed back 
and was in the act of pulling them 
out of danger when the train rushed 
upon them. The bodies of the younger 
children were thrown to the side of 
the track, while the body of Olla, 
mangied, torn and lifeless, was dragged 
for 200 feet. 

After the train had come to a stop 


the employees and passengers did all} 
they could for Raymond and Tommie, ' 


but their condition seemed fatal from 
the first. Raymond died on the train 
en route to Atlanta. Tommie lies fatal- 
ly wounded at the Grady hospital. 
Tom Matthew's, the father of the 
children, arrived at the scene of the 
accident shortly after it had occurred 
and was distracted by the sight of his 
lifeless and dying young ones. The 
pity of the spectators was aroused 
and a liberal collection taken up for 
him and his family, which consists of 
his wife and four children besides 
those in the tragedy.

FATALLY STABBED 


Thought to Have Been 
Done by Negro. 


George W. Mitchell, aged about 35, a 
man well known in Atlanta, was per- 
haps fatally stabbed shortly before 
midnight on Auburn avenue while re- 
turning from the circus. 

It is believed by the police that his 
assailant was a negro, and that a des- 
perate struggle ensued before the knife 
was plunged into his back in dangerous 
proximity to the heart.

Gus Williams, one of the proprietors, 
immediately called out the Grady hos- 
pital ambulance and in a few minutes 
surgeons at the hospital were working 
to save the man’s life. It is believed 
that he has no chance to recover. 

Mitchell formerly lived with his wife 
over the Greek’'s establishment where 
he fainted away.

AF PRESIDENT 


Roosevelt Favors Federal 
Aid to Reclaim Swamps. 


In His Speech at Arkansas 
State Fair, the Colonel Takes 
Issue Squarely With Taft. 
er Crowd Greets Roose- 
veit. 


Hot Springs, Ark., October 10.—Theo- 
dore Roosevelt placed himself on rec- 
ord here today as opposed to the view 
expressed by President Taft, of one 
phase of the work of conserving and 
developing the national resources of 
the country. Colonel Roosevelt de- 
clared that the federal government 
should do all it ceuld legitimately to 
assist in the reclamation of the great 
swamp areas of the Mississippi valley. 

Im a speech at the national conser- 
vation congress at St. Paul, September 
20, President Taft said that he believed 
that the work should be done by the 
stajes themselves, and that he depre- 
eated the idea that the national gov- 
ernment should do it. 

As soon as Colonel Roosevelt reached 
Hot Springs today Governor Donaghey 
and several other men who are inter- 
ested in obtaining help from the na- 
tional government in the reclamation 
project, asked him to touch upon the 
subject in his address at the Arkansas 
state fair. Colonel Roosevelt promised 
them to do so. 

In his speech the Colone] said: 

“They are things about the open 
country that should be done by the 
government—that is, by the represent- 
atives of all of us, working together. 

“Arkansas is one of a group of states 
with an enormous area of swamp land. 
Until drained the land is worthless. 
and when. drained it is a block of the 
most fertile land in the entire nation. 

“The national government must do 
its part in helping in the drainage, be- 
cause the drainage is an interstate af- 
fair. Arkansas, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Louisiana and Mississippi are all con- 
cerned and ought all to work together, 
and the national government shou!d 
render al] possible legitimate aid.” 

In his St. Paul speech. President Taft 
expressed a view directly opposite. 

It is estimated that there are 25,000,- 
000 acres of swamp lands in the states 
mentioned by Colonel Roosevelt, and 
Governor Donaghey said today that the 
question of their reclamation was a 
vital] one. 

Colonel Roosevelt made his remarks 
on the subject in connection with a 
speech on “New Nationalism,” in which 
he urged, as he has done in his other 
speeches during his present southern 
trip, that the power of the central gov- 
ernment be extended to deal with 
present-day problems in the way 
Colonel Roosevelt believes they should 
be dealt with. 

One of the largest crowds which Col- 
onel Roosevelt has addressed during 
his southern trip was at the fair 
grounds to hear him.

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DISAPPEARING MONARCHY.

Commenting on the downfall of the Braganza dynasty in Por- 
tugal, and on the general uneasiness throughout Europe, The 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican declares that “monarchy will ulti- 
mately disappear from the earth.” 

It is well that the statement was qualified by the use of the 
word “ultimately.” For while the trend throughout the world is 
toward popular government, it is impossible to set any time in the 
future for the complete disappearance of kings and kingcraft. 

This much is true, however, and significant: That wherever 
monarchy rules, in whatever form, the nominal head of the state is 
called upon increasingly to conform to democratic ideas and ideals. 

For instance, the late King Edward of England owed his popu- 
lar and political strength, at home and abroad, to the fact that he 
rarely pursued a line of conduct that might be construed as en- 
forcing a “divine prerogative.” He was keen enough to sense the 
public drift, and to align himself with it, and perceptive enough 
not to get out of line with the times by imposing any of the 
actualities of autocracy. 

The same condition is notable in Germany. Twice within re- 
cent years the kaiser, Rooseveltian in his impetuosity and in his 
exaltation of the personal pronoun, has been “called down” by 
popular mandate and more or less coerced into policies that bore 
close resemblance to democratic ideals. 

It is even conceivable that were a less strong man than Wil- 
liam at the head of the German government, the royalists would 
have a difficult time perpetuating the principle of rulership by 
heredity. 

In Russia the czar has been compelled to give heed to the 
popular voice. The concession represented in the duma is a con- 
siderable one, and it is one of the probabilities that within a very 
few years this body will become actually, rather than nominally, 
representative of the people. 

The teaven has even penetrated to Turkey, where the new 
sultan is more a titular representative of majority sentiment than 
an embodiment of the old absolutism. 

And so the tale goes on, embracing even the smaller states 
and principalities which are not immune frdm the rising tide of 
democratic ideals. 

As to whén monarchy and its trappings will disappear from 
the earth—that is a different matter. In many of the European 
nations reverence for the institution of rovalty is bred in the blood 
of the humblest inhabitant. But it is certain as the twentieth cen- 
tury gathers age, that the name and meaning of monarchy will par- 
take more of shadow and less of substance. 

Democratic. government has not been the impeccable ideal the 
forefathers forecasted for it; no government administered by human 
beings could attain that perfection. But its fundamental principles 
are to comprise civilization’s permanent governing factor, regard- 
less of temporary backsets and recessions.

Gifford Pinchot charges that the destruction of towns, lives 
and forest lands in the Coeur d’Alene district was largely prevent- 
able. He declares that congress has, for several sessions, been 
asked for sufficient appropriations to install such forest patrols 
and other protective measures as would minimize, if not prevent, 
disastrous blazes. 

Immediately following the outbreak of the large fires in the 
northwest, he asserted that these measures had been systematically 
defeated by a group of western statesmen—among whom was 
Senator Heyburn, of Idaho—a rather unpleasant imputation, in 
view of the aftermath. 

Regardless of locating the responSibility for the recent fires, 
there is no question that it is the duty of congress to enact such 
measures as will forestall a recurrence. 

The tragic events of the current autumn will not have been 
without benefit if they lead to a sound forest policy backed up by 
ample congressional authority.

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CONSERVATION OF CHILDREN ~ 
OBJECT OF BERRY SCHOOL 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

“Saturday, October 8, 1910"°— 

Is a red letter date that will be re- 
membered at Miss Martha Berry’s 
schoo] in Rome, Floyd county, Ga., as 
long as thc boy and girl students re- 
member their youth. 

It marks the coming of Christmas, 
Easter, the comet, the great white 
father, a famous hunter, faunal natur- 
alist, and several! other impressive and 
awe-inspiring things to the little 
school in the flatwoods of north Geor- 
gia. 

But the boys and girls who saw and 
heard the world-famous visitors, were 
not a wee little bit confused nor em- 
barrassed. They bore themselves like 
little princes and princesses, but un- 
derneath blue overalls and 
dresses there was many a heart going 
pit-a-pat like it would burst. 

They sang, “Has Anybody Here Seen 
Teddy?’ and another inspiring refrain 
entitled, “The Jungle King,” but they 
were friendly without being forward, 
and respectful without lowering them- 
selves. 

Children Wil) Be Heard From. 

There is many a sturdy young man 
and young girl growing into usefulness 
under the tutelage of the Berry school, 
who will be heard from later on. If 
the money to complete their education 
is forthcoming—and it will mean many, 
many a hard struggle—they will not 
only be sturdy and self-reliant citizens, 
but educated and successful farmers 
and merchants and home-builders. 

Despite the great work being done 
for the boys, I seriously doubt whether 
a greater work is not being done for 
the girls. Dr. John E. White, of At- 
lanta, in urging support of the Agnes 
Scott college, made a remark that fits 
this case. “Educate a boy, and. you 
have an educated citizen,” he said. 
“Educate a girl, ang you have an edu- 
cated family. The arithmetic of the 
proposition is on the side of the girls’ 
schools.” Of course the education 
of the boys is not to be held up for a 
little minute; but the school for girls 
instituted by Miss Berry a year ago 
is a work that can not afford to be 


pand. 

In considering the number of highly- 
endowed, splendidly-equipped indus- 
trial schools for the negro boys and 
girls of the south, it is nothing short 
of a crime for the south to neglect to 
provide for her white children. 

Miss Berry thought so, and from a 
Sunday school where she gave the lit- 
tle boys a stick of candy every Sunday 
to bribe them to come, has grown an 
institution of learning that is a pride 
to Georgia. She is actively engaged in 
conservation, for she has taken the 
boys and girls who were growing up

and developed them into good citizens. 
Any system of conservation which 
takes care of trees and lets men go to 
seed, is a bad system. | 

Fer Those Without a Chance, 
Many millions of men have wept 

over the little story of “A Man Without 
a Country.” The boy without a chance 
is as much an object of pity and solici- 
tude. There are tens of thousands of 
such now in the mountains and the 
rural districts of the south. 

They are splendid boys. Some of 
their grandfathers fought at King's 
mountain, and others at Appomattox. 
The raw material is there for develop- 
ment, and its working is an invitation 
to men who love their fellows and 
who wish big returns on their invest- 
ments, - 

The industrial sehod! founded by 
| Miss Berry in 1902 with five pupils has 
become an institution numbering 200 
boy pupils and 35 girls. It is not an 
institution to make money, but to turn 
the inept and hopeless into the educat- 
ed and aggressive citizen. Miss Barry, 
its director, gave up an inviting social 
life to devote her energies to social 
service. From a financial standpoint 
she did not need to work. From the 
moral and philanthropic standpoint, 
she could not possibly escape what she 
is doing. She was just built that way. 

The school runs 365 days—so do_the 
expenses. The pupils have here their 
life and work and recreation—all. No 
city children are admitted; they have 
schools of their own. No sons of rich 
men are taken; they would not find it 
congenial. This is a school for strug- 
sling boys and girls, of poor and some- 
times densely ignorant parents, to 
whom life in the open country means 
nothing but privation and loneliness 
and grinding poverty. It means some- 
thing more than that at the Berry 
school. Here are taught lessons of in- 
dustry and patriotism ang home-build- 
ing.

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JAM OF ELEVENTH-HOUR MEN 
TRYING TO PAY WATER BILLS€{ 


The jam at the city hall yesterday 
afternoon when hundreds of people 
tried to pay their water bills at the 
same time was something simply ter- 
rific. Men, women, and_e children, 
white and black, all crowded into 
the hallway until there was no room 
to move and not a good square inch 
in which to breathe, 

Three or four women came near 
fainting and two had to be led out 
to fresh air. One old man claimed 
he had his pocket picked, and one lit- 
tle boy was run over and knocked 
down and ‘sustained severe bruises. 

Nobody was to blame unless it was 
the people themselves for putting off 
the paying of water bills until the 
last hours of the last day. The offi- 
cials did their very best and waited 
on those present as rapidly as pos- 
sible. The clerks in the waterworks 
office kept a constant stream of Dills 
flowing into the tax collector’s office 
where the men took in money and 
handed out receipts and change as

fast as human minds and human hands 
could manipulate. 

The hall was such a jammed mass 
of human beings that the people got 
in one another's way and this re- 
tarded the work to & considerable 
extent. for when a clerk called out @ 
street and number the person waiting 
to pay that particular bill took sev- 
eral minutes pushing through ~Ahe 
crowd. 

As the men, women and children paid 
their bills and shoved their way into 
the streets they were perspiring and 
looked as they had passed through a 
storm. 

This state of affairs 
three or four hours.

ROOT IS SUMMONED 
BY PRESIDENT TAFT 


Senator Says Republicans Have 
“Fighting Chance” in 
New York. 


Beverly, Mass., October 10,—A five 
Fours’ conference between President 
Taft and Senator Elihu Root, of New 
York, caused much speculation in Bev- 
erly today. Senator Root arrived 
shortly before noon and left again for 
New York at 5 o'clock. He would not 
discuss hig visit to the president ta 
uny way. As to New York state he 
would go no farther than to say that 
the republicans “have a_e fighting 
chance.” Of the republican convention 
at Saratoga, Mr. Root said it did the 
“logical thing.” But declined to go 
into details. 

It was reported that President Taft 
had summoned Senator Root to the 
summer capital to talk over prospect- 
ive supreme court appointments 
among other things. This report 1éd 
to a revival of the rumor that Sena- 
tor Root might himself become a mem- 
ber of that high tribunal. Senator 
Root diq nothing to encourage the idea 
that he is being considered for the 
supreme court bench. 

It was said that Senator Root and 
Mr. Taft also discussed the part that 
Colonel Roosevelt is to play in the 
campaigns of this year and in 1912.

Cardinal Netto Released. 


Already hundreds of inmates of the 
religious establishments have crossed 
the border, but the most interesting 
event today in connection with the 
ediet of expulsion was the release 
from custody of Cardinal Netto, for- 
mer patriarcy, of Lisbon, whose arrest, 
the minister of justice explained, was 
with the object of protecting him from 
possible outrage. 

Foreign Minister Machado has sent 
a circular to all foreign countries, de- 
elaring that the republie will recognize 
all contracts, alliances and financial 
obligations entered into by the mon- 
archy and inviting the various govern- 
ments to notify the Portugal republic 
of such engagement to prevent its be- 
ing overlooked or forgotten. 

Under the decree of expulsion, all the 
Jesuits’ property reverts to the state. 
The property of the other religious 
committee will be sealed, ang dispos- 
ed of later in accordance with what- 
ever relations are established between 
the state and church, 

The Jesuits have enormous quantities 
of land and in addition gold ang sil- 
ver church ornaments, vestments, chal- 
ices, studded with precious stones and 
valuable cellars of old wine. It is re- 
ported that the Irish Dominican friars 
and nuns possessing a church and 
convent here will be examined. No 
masses were celebrated in Lisbon Sun- 
day in any church except that of the 
Dominican: fathers, over which the 
British flag floats. 

General Pimentel Pinto, one of the 
few monarchical leaders who took any 
active share in attempting to sup- 
press the revolutionary movement, has

OutTrages on Clergy. 

Revolutionary leaders, 
overthrown the monarchy, 
now confronted with the scarce- 
aly less serious task of putting 
an end to excesses on the part of the 
rough element of their own followers, 
who, having had a taste of mob rule, 
are prone to continue lawlessness, 

The decree of summary banishment 
for the religious orders gave excuse 
for brutal outrages against the clergy. 

The provisional government has now 
recognized the seriousness of the sit- 
uation and today the police adopted 
severe measures to prevent the popu- 
lation sacking the religious establish- 
ments and to check the demonstrations 
against the religionists pending their 
expulsion. 

The mob which battered down the 
doors of the convent in the Rua de 
Quelhas was led by fanatics and a gang 
of ruffians, who seized occasion to de- 
stroy everything in sight. Images and 
statues were wrenched from the niches 
in the chapel, altars were wrecked, fur- 
niture was broken and the sacerdota!l 
vestments were carried off by the riot- 
ers. The police recovered the greater 
part of the vestments. 

Arrests of disguised and fleeing re- 
ligionists continued today. The discoy- 
ery of secret subterranean tunnels at 
the monasteries set afloat rumors that 
many monks were still hiding under- 
ground, awaiting a favorable opportu- 
nity to emerge and continue the fight 
against the new regime. To satisfy the 
crowd, the military initiated subter- 
ranéan explorations, and in one in- 
stance dug a trench to locate the sus- 
pected tunnel. 

The government has decreed the sus- 
pension by the cable companies of the 
acceptance and delivery of messages 
in code and cipher.
